I WASINGTON. Feb. 19— An 
organization headed by Richard

The disclosure that a Harvard 
de an heads an orga nization that 
h as received money from an 
in telligence age ncy conduit 
foundation was the latest de- 
velopment in 1 a series of revela- 
tlUflS ahMiTT" U i e ^fiannelliig" of 
Central iSEelligeiic^ - Agency 
fuhaator-private organisations. 
William PinkertonT a spokas- 
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man for Harvard, said the Uni- 
versity did not accept contracts 
for “research projects that can- 
not be published." 

“But an individual member of 
the faculty,’* he said, “can take 
his own decision about the use 
of his own time." He said the 
university itself might have ac- 
cepted money from the IntelU- 
gence agency in the past for 
publishable research projects, 
but he did not know of any. 

The Brown foundation has 
been named by officers of the 
National Student Association 
as one of their, sources of 
agency funds and it3 trustee, 
PauLHcIlmuth, as one of their 
coirtsctsr v l uTthe CXA.
